NUMBER OF ALLOWABLE SIGNS AT PLANNED 
COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENTS; AMENDING SECTION 24- 
96 (NON-CONFORMING SIGNS); MODIFYING 
SUBSECTION 24-96(0(3) AMORTISATION SCHEDULE 
BY PROVIDING FOR PETITION TO THE BOARD OF 
ADJUSTMENT FOR ADDITIONAL AMORTIZATION; 

PROVIDING FOR CAPTIONS; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL 
OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE 
CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE.

County in the exercise of its police powers to protect the public 
health, safety, peace and general welfare enacted Ordinance No. 88- 
33 which prohibited new off-premises signs and provided 
amortization of signs not located on the interstate and federal aid 
primary highway system; and

THE CODE AND LANS AND ORDINANCES OF PALM BEACH COUNTY,

HEREBY AMENDED AS SHOWN BELOW. THE REMAINDER OF SECTION

Sec. 24-71 Point of Purchase Signs. 

(b) The following applies to freestanding signs: 

(1) For each development not Net more than three (3) 
freestanding signs shall be permitted on each 
property line adjacent to a public street. 
Outparcels of a valid planned commercial 
development shall not be considered separate 
developments. However, each outparcel may construct 
one monument sign per each adjacent street, which 
shall not count toward the limit of three (3)f; 
freestaivling signs per development, Bach monument 
sign shall not exceed twenty (ao) square feet in 
total sign area, and not exceed six (6) feet in 
height above the finiehed grade of the lot; 
including support structure. total area of the 
support structure shall hot exceed the area of sign 
face^? 

(2) The total sign area of all freestanding signs 
permitted on any property line adjacent to a public 
street shall be prorated on the basis of one (1) 
square foot of sign area for each lineal foot of 
property line adjacent to that public street except 
for temporary signs and as otherwise noted In this 
imii; however, no freestanding sigh shall exceed 
one hundred eighty (180) square feet in total sign 
area per face.

All local laws and ordinances applying to the 
unincorporated area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any 
provisions of this ordinance are hereby repealed. 

PART 5. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or 
word of this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this ordinance. 

PART 6. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made 
a part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word ’’ordinance*' may be 
changed to "section”, "article", or any other appropriate word.
